George, 12 year old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. James Shimbashi of 
Welling, passed away in the 
Cardston Hospital at noo n on 
Wednesday, following an accid¬ 
ent Waterton Park Wednes¬ 
day morning when a piece of 
rock, apparently dislodged by 
some of the boys farther up the 
mountain, struck him in the 
forehead, cutting a hole in his 
cap and rendering him unconsc¬ 
ious. lie was brought dow n off 
th e mountain by th e other boys 
o n a stretcher, and Dr. Spade¬ 
man of Lethbridge who was in 
the Fathers and Sons*camp rend 
ered what aid h e was able to 
and had the boy removed to the 
hospital, but lie passed away a 
few hours later. 

His death cast a shadow ov¬ 
er the remainder of th e day’s 
activities. From what we can 
learn a crowd of th e boys aiv^e 
early and started up the side 
of the mountain, unaccompanied 
by any of th c older men or boys 
who wer e more accustomed tj 
mountain climbing. They had 
climbed quite a distance up the 
mountain when th e accident oc¬ 
curred. Th e family are on Don 
Wilde’s farm at Welling, and th© 
sympathy of the entire com¬ 
munity is extended to them in 
their sorrow'. Funeral arrange¬ 
ments have not. been annonuced 
as yet.

making alfalfa silage 

The long rainy spell that oc¬ 
curred tins year i n June and 
into the first few days of July, 
interfered with the usual har¬ 
vesting of tile first crop of alf¬ 
alfa hay. Although it has been 
possible during the bust half doz 
en or more year s to get the 
first crop of alfalfa up i n this 
district in satisfactory condi¬ 
tion, our meteorological recoras 
show that June is a rainy month 
and old allalfa growers in the 
district realize that i n a great 
many seasons, th etirst cutting 
of alfalfa hay is often badly 
damaged by rain. 

The fnvorabl c publicity given 
to a number of trials that have 
bee n conducted recently at var¬ 
ious Experiment stations in the 
western States, with the ensil¬ 
ing of legumes and grasses with 
molasses, indicate that i t might 
be desirable to gain some first 
hand information o M thi s meth¬ 
od of handling alfalfa/Conse¬ 
quently, approximately 100 ton-, 
of first cutting alfalfa was re¬ 
cently put into silos at this 
Station. The reason that this

in the event of a recurrence ol 
wet Junes, some fanners in the 
district might like to know just 
how practical this method of 
saving a portion of their first 
jutting ol alalia might be. The 
alfalfa or sweet clover when 
handled in this way can, cif 
course, b c cut in any kind ol 
weather and haufed to the silo 
between showers. 

In making this silage, the alf¬ 
alfa was not allowed to partially 
dry as is sometimes recom¬ 
mended, but was picked up as 
soon as possible after beng cut, 
and hauled directly to the silo. 
As it was put through the en¬ 
silage cutter, a limited amount 
(»f Betalasses was added, and al¬ 
lowed to mix with the chopped 
or cut alfalfa as it was being 
blown into the silo. Approxi¬ 
mately thirty pounds of Betal- 
asses was added to each ton of 
green alfalfa placed i n one silo, 
while twice this amount was us¬ 
ed in Hie second silo. The dif¬ 
ferent quantities were used 
to determine what amount is 
th most satisfactory. The pur¬ 
pose of adding the Betalasses is 
t 0 raise the sugar content of t,H 
material i n the silo with the 
ultimate result that mor r acid 
is produced 1 , thus preventing 
to a great extent, th c growth 
of certain bacteria that cause 
putrefacation and consequent 
spoilage. The Betalasses should 
also help to improv e the paya¬ 
bility to the silage. 

During the next six o^ eight 
months, information will lie ob- 
fai; :-(i regarding the keeping 
quality, palatablitiy and food 
value ol tile alfalfa ila.rc which 
is being made at this Station. 

WEIGH .THE LAMBS 

Now' is th e tim e of the year 
when lamhg should b e weighed 
to see il they hav e reached de¬ 
sirable market weights. Lambs 
are deceiving to many farmers 
as to rapidity of grow th and 
leal weight. A farmer asked to 
guess the weight of a lamb, put 
it at 80 lb. or over. The scales 
showed a weight of 103 lb. 

There is a market outlet for 
all well finshed lambs between 
80 lb. and 100 lb. on pasture at 
a good price. Nothing tends to 
lower lamb prices more than the 
marketing of light, unfinished 
lambs. 1 lie months cf July and 
August are profitably fo r the 
sale of good lambs. Sheep 
raisers will find it to their ad- 
vatage to use the scales regular¬ 
ly so that the finished lambs 
can be marketed from week to 
week when good lamb is in 
demand.
